A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 .

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that in the process disclosed in example 1 , 488 
nm are used as the laser light and 325 nm is used to cure both monomers. In the Kagami et al. references, 325 nm is 
the writing wavelength and a deeper UV is used to cure both both monomers, this suggests two photoinitaitors in 
addition to the two monomer (one for sensitization at each wavelength). This sensitivity to 488 nm suggests the 
presence of photosensitizers, similar to those discussed in Kawabata et al. The independent claims do not include this 
limitation. The applicant's may choose to exploit this by including language describing the composition being sensitized 
for 488 nm or the process using the 488 nm laser for the first exposure. The examiner notes that the description of 
photosensitizers in the instant specification appears at [01 13] of the prepub and the 488 nm laser at [01 1 5] of the 
prepub. Then the applicant might then address secondary issues to obviate the 103 rejections which include Kawabata 
et al. As there are applicants/inventors in common with the instant application, the applicant may choose the swear out 
a declaration describing the compositions used in the examples of Kagami et al. '188 and JP 2000-247043, including at 
least the monomers, photoinitiators, chain extenders and any sensitizers used as a statement of fact and then speak to 
the differences between those compositions and how they are outside the scope of coverage sought. The 
photoinitiators will be of particular interest as they define/control the mode/mechanism of polymerization of the epoxy 
monomers which is at issue. If the applicant is unwilling to do this, then differentiating on the basis of sensitization is 
perhaps the best course. Differentiating the claims from the Kagami et al. '188 & JP 2000-247043 references is of 
particular importance. The assignment seem to be to different companies, it is not clear if they are wholy owned 
subsidiaries of a holding company or the like, or entirely separate entities. There does seem to be some relationship 
based upon common research interests. 
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
